J une 17 —-(AP5 —R e­ 
freshed bv the rest o f the Sabbath, 
Herbert Hoover to day entered upo n 
a week anticip ated as replete with 
p olitical activity. By Saturday night 
it is ex p ected tha t he will reach de­ 
cisions on numero us po ints of im ­ 
p ortance In co nnectio n with his ca m ­ 
p aign as Republican no minee fo r the 
Presidency.
